ther men: Thisprecept is verylike vntothat law;whichGod of _ 
old had by Aoſes giuen vnto his people lfrach,as appearcth, Fo.

afiy way for thee, his duchire: bur moſt of all, tothe miniſter, 
that labours for the good of thy ſoule, nouriſhment for his 
body,and conuenictitneceffaries for his life. And therefore it 
1may wel bee feared, That the keeping and feeding of their oxen 
and horſes,will one day be a teſtimony againſt many Chriſtians 
inthisbehalfe : becauſe they offer that meaſure tothe miniſter, 
which they doo nor, norwill dooc, to the oxethat ploughes 
in their field, or the horſe that ſeructh for their iourney; becing 
carefal that theſe bee kept well and fed at full , as knowing that 
the better they arckept, the better they®#will labonr: but very 
catcleſſe for thoſe other', thoughthey pine for want of food, & 
live in miſery forlacke of necetfaries; yeazand yet exclaime and 
grudge againſt them too, if they be not as laborious as thoſe 
that bee ducly and wel mainteined as againſt idle and careleſſe 
perſons vngodly and flack in their miniftery , without zeale, 
&c:as if they had nenerheard or quite forgotte'the old proverb, 
They that will hauc their lampe to giue them: light , muſt 
maintaine itwith oyle accotdingly. FO NEE Oe 
The harder that a man dooth worke, the better hee deſcrues 
{as wee commonly account) his wages: and the more his 1a- 
bours doo profitvs, the willingerwee arc to pay him hisdue. If 
other men bee the better worthy of wages, becauſe they worke 


harJ;of hire for their labour, becauſe we get welf thereby; much 


more the miniſter of God: and that whether we reſpe& the 
greatnes of his labour, or the goodnes of his worke. For it is 
not, as many account it,an caſic,an idle; a pleaſant & loytering 


kind of life, to doo the worke of an Evangeliſt, but one of the 
hardeſt and greateſt bf all others: nora needletle and fruitleile 
worke, but of all other: the moſt necetlary and profitable that 
can bee.” For to ſpeake nothing of that long' and laborious 
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aration whereby a manis made-.fit for this worke, by {pen 
En, all his time, cucn from his cradle, tillwell-necre 39. bod 
of age, ſtil wearying himſelfe with many ſtudies, and waſting . 
the wealth of his friends with great and cxceſliue charges, Isit 
not (thinke you) a great labour and an hard, to imploy his. mi- 
niſtery, attend his ge cxccute from time to'time thoſe 
things thatappertaine to his charge? They that arc any thing 
acquainted with theſe kind of exerciſes, can ſomewhat tell, how 
it incombreth their ſcnecs,troubleth their mindes, breaketh 
their ſlcepe, waſteth their goods,weakneth their bodies, impai- 
rcth their health, and ſometimes ſhortens their daics; And as 
it is a great labour and painfull to them, ſo is it exceeding good 
& profitableto their people. Theſe watch, but for their ſoules. 
Theſe fight, buttodefend them from their ſpirituall enemies, 
Theſe are paſtors, but to feed them. : ſhepheards to keepe them 
fromthe wolfe : lights, to diretthem.: ſalt, to-ſcaſon them.
